At threp o'clock President Roberts and Gene-
ral Sweeney entered the ball anc were received
with the greatest demonstrations of delight.
Atter the exellement had subsided President
Roberts fprovecded to address the House as
follows:—

ADDRREES OF PRESIDENT ROBERTS,

Brothers of the Senate and Honuse of Delogates
of the Feolan Brotherhood of America:—The
present sossion of the Sepate and House of Dale-
gates, in joint seasion, is one which must be re-
garded ns the most important assemblage cons
yened since the formation of the Fenian
Brotherhood, It is only a few short monthe
since the repregemiatives of the organization,
many of whom "ure now present, assembled at
Philadelphia, at the call of your then recognized
authorities, to decide upon soch action as was
retiuired to place the, Brotherhood in a con-
dition to meet the exizencles of the times
—to develop ita swrength and resources,
and apply both in the most practical and
direct method to the achievenent of the

nd object for which the orcanization has

u built up by the Irish people here and at
bome—the rescie of our mative land from a
foreign and uncongenial power, and the eleva-
tion of our suflfering brethren to the dignity and
blessings ol free manhood, such as is to-day the
birthright of the people of this republie.” At
the Congress assembled at Philadelphia, a fact
which had been for some time previous becom-
ing tv%pamnt was soon resolved into acertainty,
that the great body of the Brotherhood, the
earnest, patriot’e, and unseleh workers in the
ranks, were Inr abhead of those who assumed to
lead the organization; but when prompt and de-
clelve action was demanded ns the result of
years ‘of seoming preparation, were found in-
capable or unwilling to carry out tha desires of
the Brotherhood.

THE NEOESSITY FOR THE CHANGE IN THE GOVERN-
MENT,

Money was freely ponred into the treasury
with a generosity unparallelled nnder like cir-
cumstances, but the results produaced in return
were ‘of soirivial a character that the repre-
sentatives of the Brotherhood were convinced of
ilie necesdsity of making such a change in the
governmenial system of the organization as
should guaraotee in the futore greater energy
and more productive resnlts, while atihe sume
time it would give to the Brotherhood better
securily for the responsibility ofits efficers than
was atforded by the «ld system, while you, in

return  tor the blind confilence requirved
from *the members of the Brotherhood,
had little else on the part of officials than

the exercise ol an arrogant spirit and an irre
sponsible power, better suited to a despotism
than a voluntary nssociation of freemen for the
Tmpngstlon of Jreedom and constitutional
iberty. To remedy the unsatisfactory condition
of affairs of the Brotherhood, and in order to
place itself in a position to command and make
available the sympathies and confidence of the
Awerioan people, a constitution was adopted
for the government of the bodv, modelled after
the Constitution of the United States, asfaras
the latter was found applicable to the circum-
stanecs, embodying the purest principles of
democracy, and ratified by the unanimous con-
sent of the representatives of the Brotherhood,
within sight of the building where the Declara-
tion of American Independence was promul-
gated.

TIOLATION OF THE OONSIITUTION OF THE ORDER.

But scarcely was the ink which traced its
lines upon the paper dry when it was violated in
spirit, and ere it was two months in existence
it was entirely disregarded and trampled on by
the man who had beea elected under it to the
position of President, and who, in the presence
of the assembled delegates, with hand uplifted
1o heaven, swore to respect, defend, and upheld
it. An attempt 0 revolutionary in its charac.
ter, and so repugnant to the spirit of hberty and
the privciples of represeatative rovernment was
calonliated to destroy the efficlency, and would
have imperilled the very existonce of the Fenian
Brotherbood, had the men to whom your repre-
sentatives eonficed the care nud supervision of

CHARGES OF FRAUD AND CORRUPTION,

Fortunately twelve ont of the fifteen Senators
oved the wisdom of the cholee by which they
E:d been selected from your Lody by remalining
true to their oaths of ofice, They met the lssgue
sorrowinlly but firmly, and in the manner pro-
vided for by the Counstitution.

The past 18 gone; it is buried with d-saopointed
hopes and negleeted opportunities, Let ns en-
deavor to forget what cutnet benetit the eause
of Treland to remember, Much has been lost, but
much, very much, hus been gained, We have
rmlﬁul our organization from the dross which
# Inseparable from the growth of all large
bodles, We have rescued it from the grasp of
an arbitrary and despotic power, whosa laflu-
ence, like a Tunoral pall, cast its shadow over
our patriotism and repelled thousands of patriotic
Irnshmen from uniting with us in our efforts for
Irish regencration. We have inspired confl
dence in our honesty, our patriotism, and in tne
purity of our motives, e have proclaimed
that the richts of the humblest member in our
rianks are sacred and most he respected: —that
an honest difference of oplnion. properly ox-
pressed, is not a justifica*ion for doubting a
prother's patrietism, much less for stigmatizing
his character,

WHAT TIE IRTEH IN AMERICA HAVE PROVED.

We have proved that the Irish people in
Americn, galning wisdom from the bister expe-
rienee r;f centuries, and learming democracy at
the very fountsin of true liberty, discar] utterly
and forever the last vestige of tendalism which
gourht to supplant the manbood of the nine-
teenth century with slavish and degrading pre-
rogatives of the dark ages. [ is to the future we
must look; it is for the futare of the Irish peugle
at home we must look, and it is tor Ireland; her
alone, that we must strike.

The great duty of the Congress, and thad, if
wisely and carpnestly carried out, will make it
memorable in history, and will place the nawes
of its membere on rolls of immortality, 1= to de-
cide npon the plans to be submitted by General
Sweeney, Becretary of War, for further opera-
tions. It i= the first time in the history of the
Feniasu Brotherhood that a military plan has
been submitted to Congress, or, in fact, that was
ever known to exitt or was ever concetved,

THE FUTURRE HISTORY OF THE IROTITERTOOD.

It marks an era in oor history, and it ls for you
to determine whether that bistory shall contain
records of brave deeds, noble actions, battles
fought, and cumpaizns sngcessiully terminated
on Irich c0il.  No matter where they may begin
I give my unqualified snpport to the gener
features of that plan, believing that it is the onl
one which, under present circumstances, mil
lary men covld approve of, or for which we
should be justiled m jeepardizing the lives of
the brave men who are ready to risk them for
the cause.

THE ADVANTAGUES OF THE HOUR.

It ia practieable, though surrounded with diffi-
culties which are not iusurmonniable, if we
properly realize the advantages of the hour, and
are prompt, bold, energetic, and yet discreet In
our movements, Its details are clear and
explicit, and the estimates required for earrying
them out will be submitted with them to a com-
mittee of experienced soldiers, to be appointed
by your howvorable body, for their Inspection
and spproval. They are of so important &
uature that it woulda be injudicioas refer to
them more fully here.

THE SINEWE OF WAR FOR THE BROTHERHOOD,

In consequence of the illegal assumption of
power by my predecessor, the bonds which were
to furnish the sinews of war for the Brother-
hood are rendered valuless, and the plates, with
all other property of the Brotherhood, with the
exception of some ten thovsand dollars which
the Treasurer (Mr. O'Rourke) saved from the
general wreck, are held by the late executive
and his officials, It will b2 neeessary for you to
consider and decide npon & new issue, and to
see thul the requirements of your Constitution
ure rigidly adhered to In order to protect the or-
ganization and the publie from frand.

MONEY 18 INDISFENSAPLE,

Money is indispensible; without it nothin
cin be done. A portion had to be borrew
lately on the personal oredit of some of the Sena-
tors to fuliil ovr contract for the purchase of
arms. I suggest that this Congress, if it deter
mines for wlmn.agieve guarantees that the means
required by the Becretary of War shall be forth-

THE OBSTACLES TO THE PULL PERFORMANCE OF THE
RACE,

The trial on Long Island Sound was intended
to embrace eight consecutive double runs, be.
tween Execution Rock Lighthounse and Paulk-
ner's Island Lighthouse, anlnz around both.
Each double run measured on the vessels' track
was, according to the coast survey chart, 113
geographicnl miles, but a violent storm, accompa-
nied with weather so thick as toprevens the lights
being seen beyond o mile or two, and the refusal
of the pilots to run init, terminated the trial after
the Winooski had performed three double runs, or
839 geographical miles, and the Aigonguin two
dooble rums, or 226 geographical miles, Our
datn and results are accordingly for these dis-
tances respectivelv,  Both vessels ran a portion
of the distance on the next ran, but that portion
i= omitted, because the exnct position of the
vessels conld not be determined when they de-
cided to anchor, Durine the running fime the
wind wos a gentle, variable breose, and the water
smooll, At cach terminug of the ronte & large
fiecld ol lfce was encountered, whose resistance
greatly lessened the speed of the vessels while
passing through it, and the speed was also de-
ercosed by the turning of the vessels around
each terminus,

THE CONDITION OF BOTH VESAELS,

Neither vessel steered well, but they were
about (-.q'llul in this particular; which, ol course,
still further lessened theirs » The machinery
of hoth vessels was in excellent order. That of
the Al in, alter the completion of the wharf
trials, had been for two and a hall mounthe in
the hands of the contractor, for repairs, durin
which time ke had renewed all the vertiea
tubes of the boilers, substituting a new circulat-
ing pump, ete. ete,

THE INJURIES TO THE “ALGONQUIN" NOT MATHRIAL,

In the course of the trial the feed pump worked
by the main engine was iuoperative ten and a
half hours, during which time the boilers were
supplied by the suxiliary steam pump: as, how-
ever, this pump draws the feed water from the
hot well, its substitution in no way affected the
performance ol the machinery, The counter-
balaner of the accentric broke at the commence-
ment of the trial, but its fracture was not of the
lenst importance, A paddle on one of the wheels
was uleo broken ; but it took place on the return
of the veesel to port, énd not during the tri

TR “wWiNoosEL'S" ENGINES UNIMPAIRED.

With the machinery of the Winooski thore
was no sccident or dernogement, and it Yer-
formed throughout with the same regularity,
smooithness, and noiselessness of motion which
chharurcterlzed its previous performancs at the
woart,

THE AFPTILICATION OF THE BLOWERS,

{ On board the ;iléwﬂquin the blower was used;
but as it delivered the blast into an open fire-
room, its efficlency must have been very small,
The steam-jot in the smoke-pipe was in use, and
with a hoiler pressure of 68 pounds 8er square
inch above the almuaghere, was doubuiess very
o n

efficient in forcing t On board the
Winooski the blowers w od. Thev are
two In number, driven by ependent
steam cylinder, and delivered their blasts into

the nshpite of the boilers, which are closed by
two t doors; when employed, an enormous
rate ol combustion can be oblained, aad asupply
stenm much exceeding that nsed during the trial,
A steam-jet (a duplicate of that of the Algonquin)
in the smoke:pipe, wis employed during the
trisl, with a boiler pressure of 48 pounds per
square inch above the atmoshere,

THE YAOUUM,

The machinery of both vessels wos fitted with
surince condensers, and neither was obliged to
“blow oil " during the triel. The vacuum in the
Algonquin's condenser was less than that of the
Winooeki; but as it resulted trem ipsafficicncy
ol condensing surface, and noet from air leaks,
it was attended by & corressondingly bieh tem-
perature of feed water, which, to & great extent,
compensated this disidvantage,

THE DRAUGHT OF WATER,

At the commencement of the trial the Agon-
quin’s clrau{hl. of water was 8 feet 5 inches for-
ward and afl. und the Winoosk's dranght was 8
feet 10 inches forward, 8 feet 8 inches aft. The
difference of 4 inches in the mean draught was
an allowsnce made for the deeper false keel of
the lafter vessel; both vessels belng presumed to
be in other respects 1dentical, as they were con-
structed from the same bullding directions and
mould loft dimensions,

THE I'ADDLE-WHEELS OF ROTH VRSSELS COMPARED,

The paddle-wheels of the Winooski consist
each of twenty-four paddles. Each paddle was 9
feet in length amd 16 inches in breadin, and its
outer edge was placed at the distunce of 1% feet
trom the centre, making the diameter over the
